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Parmfng on Vaacouver Island. 
EiuTOii BuKTisii V,oi.osisT.—\ take the liberty 
of furnishing you with tfew statistics which I have 
betnabletocollwtfrom my own experience, as 
•well us the experience of others. The informa- 
tion I have been able to pain is nofsn satisfactory 
as I could wish. I aiiprcciate your earnest endea- 
vors to promote agricultural enterprise in this 
colony, therefore I wish my endeaTor* tad accom- 
plished greater things in the way of data. My 
greatest drawback to information lies in the 
farmers thcinselfes. If their chief mcam of 
living was on raising grain, hay, potatoes, etc., 
they would starve. So little aoM jlhe cuUivation 
of cereals and vegetables rcmunerato them, thirt if 
they pay their liind instalment that is all. Con- 
sequently their attention is turned chiefly to uhat 
pays them best. "Within a circuit of six or eight 
miles around Victoria cereal* pay tolerably well 
Beyond that they do not raise aliy unless to feed 
stock. . Saanich, Mct-shoos-iiii (Metchosin) and 
Tcho-hut-aan (Ilocky I'oiiit) are better adapted 
to corn Browing than Victoria district. In Saanich 
they find t.i"ck railing jiaya thtm be«t In Met- 
chosin, 'Ichuhutsan and Saanich too, I believe, 
there arc several who keep stock for other people 
at tho rate of three dollars per head per month ; 
and raise hay or straw enough to feed dtiim in ihe 
w inter. There are also a few farmeri In Saanich 
and.Motcho*in who keep sheep for the Hudson 
-Bay Company on shares. 

■y' WHKAT. 

There is not much of this cereal soivcil, and it is 
^shiofly to feed fowls that it is Rrown. I.es.n than 
Rix years ago there w.is liltli; wheat giowii free 
from smut; now smut is hardly known. This iin- 
provcnicnt is uwiii-, I suppose, to a better nii;de 
of dressing the wHeat, of dryinj; the land and bwtlcT 
•seed, &c. Noir, I can say without any dread of 
ijoinK called in iiuestion, we can raise as Rood 
wheat as ;iiiv other country on Iblaside of the con- 
tinent. There arc four or fl»e' sOfts of wheat 
arown on the island. The common white 
whcil, usually sown in October, does well if 
^own in February or March. If sown in the fall 
the ground ought to be plowed up into small ridjjeM, 
•and well water-furrowed to keep it as dry as pi.s- 
lalble't fjr when water standi on It all wiiittT, It 
.becomes loth thin and smutty. If sown iii the 
fall it ri i|uires two and a half bushelt at the liM-it 
to tlic ai l.' ; It riamp it rfquircs three luHheU. 
The yield to an acre of this wheat is from thiiiv to 
fi.rty b'lsli'^N tcj an acre. There is alsoaicdiOi 
sort of wlie:it i;rnwn; but it is not ol mii<-ii ao- 
i-onnt. Then' is iiNo the Taleveraor spiioK whl•.^l. 
It does very well if sown toward the latter end of 
March. Theb. st'.f all i» tlMt newly introduced 
snrt of s|oiiu ulica', ralo d by some Chilian 
whea'; bv others, three-month wheat— from_ the 
time it takes to tipen. 1 can't say much of it, »• 
this is bnt the second year since its introduclion. 
As yet it promises very well, in fact until our 
land arc drained, I don't know of a better sort of 
wheat. lam informed th&t it does very well if 
sown when the ground has lii en dried, toward the 
close of April, it is snialler in the (<tain than onr 
other varieties, ll is al.o tbiniur in the skin; 
yields more Hour and less bran then is e<iMiinoiily 
the case.

t« lay up a stock of hay. Most of our grasses 
which hnve been sown hare failed, owing to the 
dampneiis of tho ground, I think, more than to 
any other causB. ...Our swamps , yield a larffe 
amount of a longirOHgh sort of grass of' which the 
hay makes excellent fodder for cattle In tho winter 
season. I think if our farmers who have rocks, 
■would try alfalfa, say a few pounds sown early in 
the Spring, they would find it much to their ad- 
vantage ; for, if I am correctly informed, itwould 
thrive when all the natural grasses were burnt up 
in the summer. 

I'OTATOKS. 

These valuable tubers grow to prcnt perfection 
in this country. Nothing can excel the quality of 
those grown on our ligli'. sandy soil. When 
planted on ,a strong, clayey bottom, they become 
stronK and watery. It would bo hard ,tQ cnumc- 
rato the varieties of pink eyes, long whites, black, 
etc. The earliest Is the nsh leaf kidneys, which 
ripen about tho beginning of June. There are 
ycnci-ally ten or twclTfi bushels planted to an 
acre • and the average yield is about 200 bushels, 
^hic'h, if sold at one cent per pound, rcmuncrBtei 
the urower sutHcicnily to p.vy expenses. Any 
cheaper, it is all loss. A gentleman in Victoria 
District told mo lately that while planting his pota- 
toes, two or three years ago. he kept a reckoning 
of the cost of an acre of them, which ran as fol- 
lows • Tor ploughing, dressing and haaling it out, 
expense of planting, price of seed and lifting, etc., 
ftSOO In the tall, off the same acre ho lifted 400 
bushels, which he sold at $1 per bushel— being a 
;^aiii of one hundred dollars. Another gentleman 
latciv showed me a piece of ground an acre in 
si!;e,'ofr of which h« last summer lifted GOO bushels. 
He told nio ho has frequently St) bushels of barley, 
72 of oats, and 3-' of wheat to the acre. A frtand 
of mine informs me that he bought a bushel of 
chevalier barley grown at .Saanich, of a quality 
superior to any he ever saw before. It wci^-hed 
close upon 67 lbs. to the bushel. This sliowi that 
Saanich is a good ei ain country, and would fur- 
nish our market with .-i good supply, if onr farmers 
could make a living by raising it; which, owing 
to instaUmcuU and bad roads, is not the c'^^-j^

Invasion of tlio Northern Indiana. 



Every year since 1858, the town snd coun- 
try aroiiiiil Victoria lius been overrunn by 
Russian, Queen Cliiulolle's IshituI, Fort I^u- 
pert, Fort Simpson, and North^vust Coast 
liiiliaiis. On their passage tlowri and up 
they have been a perpttuiil source of terror 
to tlm .'seltieia on Salt Spring Island and 
IVanairno. Xo' only women anil children, 
but men have been alaniieil for ibe safely 
of tiieir lives, and ihe security of ttieir prop- 
erly, In the rural (listricts around Yintoria, 
they have slain the caille of our fiirniers 
with impunity ; and in somb casca, liaused 
families to move into (he town for protection. 
When congregated in Victoria, Iho murder- 
ous crew have set all laws nt deiiance. 
Tends between tribes have resulted in open 
■war. The knife, llie nuislfel, and the lunia- 
liawk has made luimati blood lh>w like wa- 
ter. Their midnight broils, and infernal 
wiir-lioop, has made night hiileoiis. Tlieir 
thievish propen.silie.t has caused a sense of 
insecurily in every p;irt of the town. Houses 
have been entered ; cabins liave been broken 
open ; property has been carried away. A'ut 
only house-breaking, burglary and 
fering has accompanied their presence 
here, but their feuds have mndeted the road 
toEsqoimalt dangerous; and some even of 
tbeso savage rubbers, Hke accomplished 
foot-pads, have attackeil and intertupled 
the travel, to and from Esquimalt ; wliilst the 
whizzing ' stray bullets have wouixled and 
disabled men nt our wharves. The braves, 
infuriated by stimulants, have liackod and 
hewn each other fri;!;lilfully,and turne 1 thi ir 
camp into a perfect pandotnoiiiuni ; -vvliilst 
the women have rendered tiio whole out- 
slcirts of the town a perfont brothel. Vii;;- 
rancy, filth, disease, drunkeiinoss, Inrceny, 
mniniinjr, murder, prostitution, in a iiiul- 
tipliod funii, arc the invari;\blo results of an 
annual visit from the Xurthorn Tribes. 
The only thing wo receive in retura for 
these monstrous crimes nre a few, very few 
furs, and some whistles, pipes, or trifles 
carved out of carbonised slate, and occasion- 
ally a day's labor from the vagrants. Whcre- 
ever our savage subjects locate, tiiero roal 
estate is ruined. No respectable person will 
live in the neighborhood 



Indian labor in competition with white la- 
bor. The eternal cry is " white immigration 
we want," yet Indian labor is only calcu- 
lated to stop -what we should encourage. To 
invite thern,heralobe'ediioated and Chri.stian- 
ize'd^is utte'f foli^^antl Ja us impracticable 
ns to e.vpeet water lo run up hill. If they 
are to be laii^'hl to eiillivute the soil, build 
school-houses, erect churches, and .substi- 
tnle peace for bloudslied, the school-master 
ami Itie evangelist must go to their Nothern 
hiiines — iiway from the scum^aiitl vices of 
civilization — then somo good may be efl'ect- 
ed. Here there can be no gratifying resul t. 
But ignoring entirely all bther'cb'nsideraliuns 
o.\cept the order and security ofour town, 
we claim that as a sufficiently powerful rea- 
son ^Oi stop at once, and for., tbe^ future, the 
imiiiigiatlori herp of Northern Indians.

TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE! 



EXPLOSION OP STEAMER 
" FORT yale:" 

Several Killed and Wounded ! 



Tlio stpamer Cnlodonin, Cnpt. Frain, ar- 
rived from the river at 4} o'clock, yesterday, 
bringing tliesnd intclligende that the steamer 
Fort Yalo had been blown up, nnd tliiit sov- 
■erai lives were. lost. An Extra Col- 
■ONiST, ccntniniaj; tlio mclauclioly news, 
'woa iniraediatoly issued, and a deep feeling 
iof ploom settled upon the minds of our cit- 
iizcns as soon as the painful intclli^cnoo was 
ipromulgatcd. Tlie Caledonia's colors were 
Hying at lialf-niast when she entered the 
iharbor. Following ia an account of the 
■calamity from our N'ew Westminster cotem- 
(porary's extra : 

From tkeBritUh ColunMan Extra. 

The steamer to\. Moody arrived here 
from Hope on Monday niglit, hringing the 
followinfj melaneholy. intelligence : 

The steamer' Fort Yale, while passing i 
Union Bar on her upward trip on

'blown up by the explosion of her boiler. 
Jortunately Iho passengers had just sat 
-down to dinner, thus removing them from

wise the list of casualties would doubtless 
Jiave been much larger.

Wo 
quickly made for the ivindoiv.s and doors in the 
after-part of the cabin, and got on the roof of the 
hurricane house, and there beheld a scene that 
bailies all description, aud ^uoh as I trust I may 
iil'vcr witness again. , , , , 

The bo.1t, but a few seconds before nobly biick- 
inj; Uf;aiii'<t. tlio swift current, was noiv a siiruiug 
mass of ruins from stem to stern— scarcely nny- 
tliing rciiKiinini,' in sii^lit above water, hut a small 
portion of her bow and tlie alter part of her salooni 
and those gradually di^al>pellrillg helmv water. 
Firewood, truukp, bai-rels, boxes, and tliou.sand.s 
of splinters from the wreck were iloatinR on the 
water. I'ive or six hiiuian beinfj.'i, their f.iccs 
streaming with blood, and prescniiiif,' an awful 
appearance, wore struggling for life. Several 
jumped overboard, but on neeing the roof still 
alioat, desired to be hauled aboard apain, and 
were got on by those of us on the roof— the 
port side of which was five inches out of water 
away aft, and the starboard side about level with 
the water. All this time wc were floating down 
stream rapidly towards Hope. 

In ali'iut twenty luiiuites after the explosion 
.several canoes, u'lauued by Indians, were seen 
coming fiom I'ninn liar and vieinitv, and were 
Hoon alongside, receiving the woumleil .-nid others, 
who wished to go ashore. Cai)tain Irving, Oap- 
tain (Jraiit, 11. I'',., anil a few dthers, stopped liy 
the wreck, and tried to get a line out to the shore, 
to stop her if possiljle from going below Hope. 
But it was all lu vain, for as sooa as wo got fast 
tho lino and the strain of the boat came to bear on 
it, it snapped like twine, ultUouKh a large-sined 
hawser of"2,'.' inches in diameter. We tried twice 
or three ti^ncs, and gave it up, and away she went 
down to the first bar below Hope and thc.-c she 
lodged a'total wreck. 

Jviiig, a deck hand, was blown into the water 
and losUiia leg below the k^el^ He .-inerwariLs 
uved oir by IJr, Hvadsluuv, u( 
Hope, and Dr. Ulivcr, our fi''llo\v passenger. .Mr. 
.Smith, the male, was standing on the guards by 
the side of the boiler and was lilowu uverboaril. 
Ho was hurt in the shoulder slightly. Kngincer 
Mefireavy was in the eiigine-rooui. He was 
slightly hurt in the arm, and would jiroliably have 
been killed had it not bten f^ir tlio Ireight flilcd 
in the hold between him and the boiler, 

A man standing oa shore saw Capt. Jameison 
go up into tho air among the splinters ; but no 
one has ever scon him shice. Tliere was a report 
that seven Chinanicn were aboard -..wX six lost, but 
I doubt it, for I 'aw only two or three when I went 
aboard and one of them was saved. Messrs. I.ang- 
ley, Stevens and several others, whose iir-iies I 
did not learn, were cut in tho face ami head and 
bled frcelv. Only one man at Ilnpe heard the ex- 
plosion, and sairl, " Tlierc u'oes the Yalet'i i.jeces!" 
As soon as the pei>])lo at Hope knew of our con- 
I dition, they made all haste to render us asse.liinee, 
I mipplving us with ever) thing needed, whieli w.is
